Washineten, October- 
ment of justice agents at Pittsbure 
reported tonight that Florian Zel- 
enaka, arrested as a suspect in con-. 
nection with the Wall street explo- 
sion in New York, had been unable 
to account for his movements on 
the dav of the explosion, or for) 
seven sticks of dynamite which he 
admitted having had in his posses- 
gion. 

The message to the department of 

, justice was sent after Zelenaka had 

*’ peen questioned by federal agents. 
Tt said that he had admitted having 
had twelve sticks of dynamite, 
which he said he had obtained at 
Whitman, W. Va. When he was 
arrested there were but five sticks 
in his suitcase and federal agents 
reported he had not been able to 
tell them what he had done with 
the other seven. & 

'  Zelenaka also had been unable to 
explain satisfactorily his reasons 
for purchasing the explosive, the 
message said. 


ZELENAKA GRILLED 

BY FEDERAL AGENTS. 

Pittsburg, October 4.—Florian 
Zelenaka, who was arrested here 
last night with a quantity of dyna- 
mite percussion caps and fuse in his 
suitcase, was sent back to the city 
prison tonight from the local office 
of the department of justice, where 
he was closely questioned during 
the afternoon regarding his movec- 
ments for the past several months. 

The questioning, department of 
justice agents said, would be re- 
sumed tomorrow. 

Meantime government agents in 

’ Logan county, Wést Virginia, and 
in Cincinnati, were tracing Zele 
naka’s movements in order to seé 
whether they agree with the story 
he had told during the afternoon 

Zelenaka told the federal agents 

that on the day of the explosion he 

was working as a tailor for the 

Wilmer Clothing company at Brock- 

way street and Rosedale avenue, 

Brokolyn. 

Soon afterward, Zelenaka told the 
agents, he obtained employment 
with the Island Creek Coal compa- 
ny at Whitman, Logan county, West 
‘Virginia, and left New York Sep- 
tember 24 for that place. After 
working a few days as a coal load- 
er he gave up his job and went to 
Cincinnati. From there he came to 
Pittsburg. At Whitman, he said, 
he had bought the explosives for 
use in his work as other miners 
did, and, having it on hand- when 
he quit, he took it with him. 

Zelenaka is a Pole, who, accord- 
ing to his story, came to this coun- 
try in 1214. He speaks enough Eng- 
lish to be understood, but much of 
his quéstioning toda? was in his 
own tongue. 

The dynamite found in Zelenaka’ R 
suitcase was turned over to _ the 
Pittsburg station for the bureau of 
mines, where engineers pronounced 
it as “No. 2,” the kind ordinarily 

_ used in mining operations. 

. Home Address Brooklyn.

WILL BE APPOINTED 


Mayor Key Announces 
That One Member Will 
Be a Woman— Unrea- 
sonable Prices Are Al- 
leged by Councilman 
Martin. 


Sweeping investigation of alleged 
profitegging by Atlanta restaurants, 
stores selling foodstuffs, and stands 
selling fruits, was authorized Mon- 
day aftern6on by city council, and 
by unanimous vote the mayor was 
requeSted to appoint a special com- | 
mittee, composed of three members 
of general council] and two citizens, 
to “probe the prices being charged 
at these places. 

The resolution calling for the 
committee was introduced by Coun- 
cilman Al Martin, himself a cafe 


proprietor, who announced that un- 
reasonable margins of profit are 
being made at the public eating 
places of the city; by.some of the 
wholesale and retail stores that 
handle foodstuffs, and at the fruit 
stands, 
Says Prices Are Similar. 

Mr. Martin has already called 
public attention to the. striking 
similarity in prices for food served 
at a number of restaurants and it 
is expected that one angle of the 
inquiry will be directed toward an 
explanation of this fact. Mr. Mar- 
tin is al8o prepared to lay before 
the committee information to the 
effect that the prices being charged 
at fruit stands are so far-out of- 
proportion to the wholesale on 

as to be grossly exorbitant. 

Y eaiae Key said that the matter 
of a food inquiry is important and 
he wished to put some study on}* 
the selection 6f a committee to con- | 
duct the probe. He stated, however, 
that he will name as one Of the‘: 
members a woman. “Women are as’! 
vitally interested and concerned as 
the men,” said the mayor. “They | 
know even more about the question 
than the men and I have atready 
made up my mind to appoint a 
woman on the committee.” 

Will Name Committee, 

Today, or probably tomorrow, the 
mayor will have had _= sufficient 
time, it is thought, to select whom 
he wishes to serve as probers. The 
committee is then expected to an- 
nounce a hearing as one step in the 
investigation. After a full inquiry 
recommendations will be made to 
council. 

According to Councilman Martin, 
the purveyors of foodstuffs are not 
following the prevailing tendency 
in other lines to revert toward a 
pre-war level. He asserts that 
substantial reductions on many 
commodities in the list of food- 
stuffs can be made and still leave 
a good margin of profit on each of 
these articles. 


RIGHT TO BALLOT

Raleigh, N. C., October 4.—Wom- 
en are not liable to jury duty by 
virtue of the nineteenth amendment 
to the federal constitution, accord- 
ing to an opinion by Attorney Gen- 
eral Manning. The attorney gen- 
eral ruled today that the right to 
vote plays no part in the qualifi- 
cations of a juror and that it will 
require a legislative act to impose 
the liability of jury service upon 
women.

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PRICE OF CEMENT 


HITS TOBOGGAN 


Direct Drop of $3.50 Per 
Barrel Places It Within 
Eighty Cents of Pre- 
War Value. 


That cement, one of the most es- 
sential items of construc‘ion in the 
building of business houses, homes 
and highways, has hit the skids 
from its high war levels and is now 
ready for distribution in carload 
lots at the rate of $4 per barrel net, 
f.o.b., Atlanta, was the announce- 
ment Monday of J. T. deJarnette, 
president of the deJarnette Supply 
company, of Atlanta. 

This is a direct drop of $3.50 per 
barrel, according to Mr, deJarnette, 
and is within 80 cents of the level at 
which cement was selling prior to 
the war. 

“The pre-war price of cement was 
$9.80," Mr. deJarnette stated, “at 
which time the mills were paying 
$1.50 for coal, which they bought, 
of the sacks, making the net price 
afte now paying $10 per ton (for 
the same coal. And yet the big 
drop in cement would seem to me 
to have been made at one time for 
the entire year. I do not look for 
another drop during 1920, and am 
satisfied that the ‘price of other 
items of building materia? will have 
been readjusted by the time they 
are needed by builders who start 
operations at this time. 

» Low FP-*-- Contracts. 

“My company,” “Mr. deJarnette 
explained, “‘represents the Dixie- 
Portland Cement company, of Rich- 
ard City, Tenn., and the National 
Cement company, of Ragland, Ala. 
The former company did not run at 
more’ than one-half capacity, and 
put every barrel it produced on the 
market during 1920 at low-price 
The National is a new 
company which has just started 
producing cement and entering. the 
market now and unhampered by 
contracts of any kind, has literally 
flattened the market out. 

‘It has: brought the priee of~-ce- 
ment down from. $7.50 per. barrel 
to $5 per barrel in carload lots f.0.b. 
cars Atlanta, and. included in this. 
price is a rebate of 25 cents each 
for each of the four sacks per bar- 
;rel, which $1 is paid upon the return 
of the sacks, making thé net price 
‘4 ver barrel. — 

“The mills have acted squarely 
with the public; and in trying to 
stimulate building, have flattened 
out the market asolutely. 

“Other lines of building material 
will naturally be forced to follow 
suit. This,’ I believe, should start 
a big building boom,. not only in the 
erection of homes and building 
structures of all kinds, in which 
cement is used, but also in road 
construction throughout the state. 

“Building of homes and business 
Places has been held un for a long 
time. The drop in cement will 
start construction work again.” 

Ten Car Londs a Day. 

Mr. deJarnette stated that hfs 
company is prepared, beginning im- 
mediately, to place cement on sale 
at this reduced price at the te 
of ten car loads a day. He adds 
that he has an unlimited supply 
from which to draw. 

Characterizing the reduction in 
cement prices as “an important 
drop,” officials of the state high- 
way department Monday explained 
that it came too late to materially 
effect road building under the di- 
rection of i department during 
1920. 

“The reduction is not likely to 
make any great change this year,’ 
the statement said, “as all 1920 
road work has been planned. This 
year the department held off all 
concrete paving possible because 
of the high price and‘ scarcity of 
cement, and in as many cases as 
was possible, it used ‘a different 
class of material. Cement has been 
soing steadily downward for tiir- 
ty days, and the drop in its market 


price is a very important one. , 

“Cement was one important item 
in construction that has been hold- 

mn building of all kind,” stated 
A. -C. McDaniel, assistant city 
building inspector, “and the effect 
of the drop should be very far- 
reaching. For the present year, 
we do not expect any great build- 
ing boom on this account, but ext 
year it should exert a powerful in- 
fluence on construction. 

“It will also have some effect 
durine 1920, as there are a num- 
ber of buildings in Atlanta and else- 
where which are beine held up on 
account of the high price and scar- 
city of cement, and these will prob- 
ably be placed under way soon.’

Dayton, Ohio, October 4.—Plans 
for completion ‘of the democratic 
national campaign now declared by 
leaders to be entering its last 
stages were being formulated here 
today by Governor Cox, National 
Chairman George White, Senator 
Pat Harrison, chairman of the na- 
tional speakers’ bureau, and E. H. 
Moore, the governor's pre-conven- 


tion manager. The conference was 
held at the governor's country 


home. 

As a result of the conference, 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, West Vir- 
ginia, New York, New Jersey and 
Maryland probably will be the chief 
battle ground until election, ae- 
cording to Senator Harrison, though 
all details have not yet been work- 
ed out. Governor Cox will spend 
four days campaigning in his home 
state, three days in Indiana, one day 
in WeSt Virginia, one in New Jer- 
sey, and most of™“two days in II- 
noijs. Night meetings have been 
arranged for Indianapolis, for the 
28th, and Chicago for the 30th. It 
was announced that the governor 
would speak in Baltimore, the date 
for the meeting not having been 
decided, 

Speeches in Ohio. 

The governor’s first speeches in 
his home state will be Octoner 14. 
He will speak first at Van Wert, 
Lima and Bellefontaine, with a 
night meeting either at Springfield 
or Dayton, his home citys The next 
day will find him at Detroit and 
then again into Ohie, with a noon 
speech at Akron and a night speech 
in Cleveland, spending Sunday 
there. From Cleveland, he will go 


Pinto ‘New’ York state, where, on the 


18th, Ne will Speak at Rochester 
at noon and Buffalo at night. Two 
days will be spent in New Eng. 
land, it was said. He will speak at 
Madison Square Garden in New 
York on the night of the 23d. 

On next Wednesday evening the 
swing into Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Indiana and [Illinois will begin, 
reaching the most extreme western 
point at St. Louis, where)the gov- 
ernor will speak on the night of 
October 11, swinging back toward 
Ohio, through Indiana and _ Iili- 
nois, on the 12th and 138th.

Guilty of Fraud

Ithaca, N, Y., October 4.—A total 
of 106 Cornell students have been 


found guilty of fraud in their June): 


examinations by the committee of 
student affairs, it was officially an- 
nounced tonight. Rumors of whole- 
sale “cribbing” by many students 
had beén circulated recently and 
were verified officially today by 
the public announcement of the 
disposition of the cases by the uni- 
versity authorities. 

Of the 106 men “tried” by the 
committee, nine were -.exonerated 
and the degree of one was with- 
held until after September of this 
year. Of the men found guilty, 101 
were dismissed from the university 
for a year, but this judgment was 
suspended and the men have been 
permitted to return to the univer- 
sity this fall on parole. Three oth- 
ers were suspended and one dis- 
missed permanently. Another case 
is to be passed upon by the au- 
thorities. 

This is the first time in the his- 
tory of Cornell that fraud has been 
dealt with on*such a large scale. 
Information was obtained from ex- 
amination papers by certain stu- 
dents, who, it was charged, im- 
parted the contents to a large num- 
ber of men students, mostly mem- 
bers of the freshman class, before 
the examinations were held.

At the expiration of. thé old cen- 
tracts this year, the company sub- 
mitted new ones, in which the ratés 
for steam heat service were exactly 
double those of lats year. ~. The 
mayor declared that this was an ex- 
cessive and unjustifiabl® increase, 
and refused to approve the con- 
tracts. 

Winter is approaching, and the 
municipal employees face the pros- 
pect of shivering at their work. 

Councilman Fred C, Woodall in- 
troduced a resolution in which he 
pointed out that “the exceedingly 
high price of coal and other mate- 
ria] used by the city, which in many 
instances cost four or five times as 
much as twelve months ago, has 
made it necessary for the city to in- 
crease its revenue by raising its 
water rent on two different oc- 
casions, and its schedule of license 
from 20 per cent to 200 per cent.” 

The increaSe in the cost of pro- 
ducing steam for heat, asserted the 
resolution, is as great as the in- 
crease required to operate the 
waterworks machinery, and _ the 
mayor is requested to affix his sig- 
nature t othe contracts. There was 
no discussion following the motion 
to adopt the paper.

Trains of Veterans of the 
.’60’s Pass Atlanta Daily 
Bound for the Reunion. 
Standard Is Presented. 


Every hour during the night and 
day since Sunday morning has 
marked the passage of troop trains 
through Atlanta.. The mobilization 
of 60,000 soidiers is in progress, but 
they wear the gray instead of khaki. 
The Confederate army is concen- 
trating upon Houston, Texas, for 
its annual reunion, which opens on 
Wednesday and continues through 
the week. From the valley of Vir- 
ginia to the Gulf, and from far west 
of the Mississippi: to the Atlantic, 
the remnants of the army of the 
‘lost cause” are gathering to greet 
their comrades of the sixties, 

On Monday afternoon veterans, of 
the North Georgia brigade assem- 
bled upon the plaza of the Ter- 
minal station. They were animated 
with the same enthusiasm which 
buoyed up their spirits at the rail- 
road staticns of 1860 and the rebel 
yell sounded loud and clear above 
the ‘rancous warning of automobiles 
and the noise of trains. Gray uni- 
forms surrounding the tattered flags 
of the Confederacy added a touch 
of romantic color to the scene. There 
were men in that little band who 
had followed Lee and Jackson and 
ridden: behind Stuart and Morgan. 

Before the departure of the train 
at 2:15 p. m. a silk battle flag of 
the Confederacy was presented to, 
the local contingent from the At- 4

Public-spirited citizens of Bruns-| 
wick, Ga., are manifesting keen 
interest 2 the renewal of activ- 
ity looking to the construction of 
a shell-surfaced road across ‘the 
“Marshes of Glynn” to a proposed 
bridge connecting the mainland 
of Georgia with the existing high- 
way system on St. Simon island, 
thus to provide facilities for direct 
vehicular traffic between the in- 
terior of the state and the ocean 
surf. 

It is.a project that is of state- 
wide concern and merits state- 
wide cooperation and support. 

A few weeks ago the recently- 
formed Brunswick Young Men’s 
club—an organization whose mem- 
bership is limited to livée-wire 
Brunswick citizens under forty 
years of age—underwrote the pur- 
chase of the abandoned Georgia 
Coast and Piedmont railroad 
bridge extending from Glynn 
county to Darien, McIntosh coun- 
ty, for the purpose of converting 
it into a.bridge for vehicular traf- 
fic, which will assure a direct line 
of highway communication between 
Savannah, through Brunswick to 
Jacksonville, thence to all parts of 
Florida. 

The price agreed upon is $60,- 
000, payment of which amount 
has been pro rated among and 
voluntarily assumed by Glynn and 
McIntosh counties, Jacksonville’ 
and Savannah, and the bridge is 
now being put into repair by the 
Georgia state highway commis- 
sion. 

‘The success the Brunswick or- 
ganization met in encompassing 
the Darien bridge enterprise en- 
couraged it to undertake the St. 
Simons highway bridge project, 
and the business men and citizens 
generally of that city and Glynn 
county are heartily and aggres- 
sively in sympathy with the move- 
ment. Also it is understood the 
county commissioners of Glynn 
are ready to financé the project if 
the citizens decide to back the 
movement. . 

One plan proposed provides for 
the construction of the highway 
and bridge by private capital, pa- 
trons to be charged tolls for pas- 
sage. from Brunswick to the 
island; a second plan is for the 
county to do the work, making it 
a free public thoroughfare.

HEALTH TALKS |

PREVENTION OF SICKNESS. 


There are nearly as mee? the- 
ories advanced in explanation of 
sea sickness and car sickness as 
there are remedies suggested for 
their prevention and relief. My own 
theories and remedies are garner- 
ed from many sources. 

Begin two days before the jour- 
aor taking a daily dose of some 
Saline cathartic, such as a bottle 
or half bottle of solution of mag- 
nasium citrate effervescent. Also 
take three times each twenty-four 
hours, but not within an hour of 
mealtime, five drops of tincture 
of belladonna, or in place of the 
tincture a tablet of atropine (the 
active principle of belladonna) may 
be taken, one-two-hundredth grain. 
The aim of these medicinek is to 
maintain peristalsis downward and 
oppose the tendency to upward 
waves in the alimentary tube. The 
Same regimen should be continued 
for the first three or four days of 
the journey. 

Avoid lying semi-reclining. It Is 
better to lie fully. reclining, with 
no pillow or only a small pillow 
under the head, particularly if the 
ship is rolling. 

Eat less than you ordinarily eat, 
and let the diet include fruit, green 
vegetables or salads, to oppose the 
tendency towards constipation. 

Army medical corps officers ob- 
served that goldiers who wore 
cones of tightly rolled gauze in 
both ears, to shut out most of the 
sounds aboard ship, were far less 
likely to become seasick than sol- 
diers who wore nothing in ears. 
The dizziness and nausea of sea- 
sickness. and carsickness are as- 
sociated with disturbance of the 
lymph circulation in the semi-cir- 
cular canals of the isner ear (laby- 
rinth). Strains of the eyesight 
probably contribute materially to- 
ward the condition. Gazing out of 
a car window at ‘rapidly passing 
things nearly, or watching a hori- 
zon rise and fall at sea, favor mal 
de mer..

aw to keep a confidence a patient 
gives him or whether such a 
physician is permitted to divulge to 
any third person such a confidence 
under any circumstances.

ANSWER—Both by his Hippo- 
kKratic oath and by law the physi- 
cian is required to keep all such 
confidential information secret. 
The courts hold that anything a 
patient tells his physician or any- 
thing the physician learns in the 
course of the consultation as neces- 
sary to a full understanding of the 
case or its proper treatment, must 
be kept inviolate. But in some Cir- 
cumstances it may be permitted if 
not required that the physician 
shall disclose the existence of a 
communicable disease. A recent 
case (Simonsen v. Swenson, 177 N. 
W. 831) illustrates this. The su- 
preme court of Nebraska held that 
the physician did right in disclos- 
ing to a hotel Keeper that a guest, 
who had syphilisin the recent and 
very communicable stage, had a 
communicable disease and endan- 
gered those who came in cantact 
with him. It is pertinent to ex- 
plain that the patient in this case 
refused to obey the physician’s in- 
structions for the protection of 
persons who might be endangered; 
had he obeyed, ag any fair-minded 

erson would, there would have 
been no trouble at all. Where there 
is no question of an infringement 
of the rights of other persons, the 
patient may rest assured that con- 
fidences to his physician will neyer 
be. betrayed.

Polish Operations

Although public interest in the 
Russo-Polish war has manifestly 


dwindled in recent days, a certain 
importance must still be attached 
to that eastern front on which mili- 
tary operations are still going for 
ward, although naturally wi far 
greater deliberation than a few 
weeks ago. Moreover, with the an- 
nouncement of the Polish occupa- 
tion of Gr o and of the previous 
seizure of e southern or Volhyn- 
ian triangle of fortified towns, it 
is plain that the campaign is enter- 
ing a new phase. 

The occupation of Grodno is a log- 
teal step in the necessary effort of 


the Poles to make good their left 
or northern flank, which now rests 
upon the Niemen river. Grodno it- 
self, on the east oryather the north 
bank of that stream, is a bridge- 
head, permitting the Poles to cross 
the rivér whenever Russian opera- 
tions make new manetivers neces- 
Sary. It is on the Lithuanian side 
of the Niemen and has been allotted 
to the Lithuanians by the Russians. 
it is also outside of Polish boun 
daries as fixed by the Curzon line. 
but on the other hand, it has a long 
Polish history and the Poles con. 
tinue to claim it. 


- Provided that the Polish-Lithu- 
Anian quarrel] goes to the league of 


nations for settlement, it is wholly 
conceivable that Grodno will, in the 
end, be lost of Poland, but what is 
important now is the military rath- 
er than the political bearing of the 
new Polish occupation of the city 
In this city the most important of 
the three lines of Russian invasion 
of Poland crosses the Niemen com- 
ing south from Vilna and reaching 
Warsaw by Bislostok. A few miles 
to the eastward a second line passes 
the Niemen at Mosty. Holding these 
two towns and the lateral railway 
ra them the Polish left 
flank is thus solidly established. 
Question of Kovno. 

There remains the question 0? 
‘Kovno and the angle between the 
Niemen and the German frontier, 
through which, from maven to Koe- 
nigsberg, passes the single line of 
railway giving the Russians direct 
communication with the Germans. 
So far the Poles have refrained from 
pushing up into the angle and tak- 
ing this railway, because of the evi- 
dent desire to reach a friendly solu- 
tion of their quarrel with the Lith- 
uanians, whose capital is at present 
Kovno. But. as the Situation wors- 
ens, so far as peace is concerned, it 
is patent that the Poles will have 
to reoccupy Kovno as a matter of 
self-defense, both to make good the 
Ww Qle line of the Niemen and pre- 
‘vent the reds from drawing upon 
the Germans for munitions of war. 

Looking to the southward, the 
wy have succeeded in “pushing the

the Zbrusc river, which ran eae 
boundary between Russia and Aus- 
tria, thus clearing all of Galacia. 
This river furnishes a good cover 
for their right flank from the Rou- 
manian frontier northward for

hynian Triangle, Lutsk, Dubno and 
Rowno, supply an equally good an- 
chorage for their right flank.

Is the Louisville and Nashville 
about to provide a new routing for 
its Florida tourist trains and its 
through business to Gdorgia and 
Florida ports? 

Will there be a change in the 
routing of the Dixie Flyer, and the 
Dixie Limited, from Atlanta to Flor- 
ida points? 
~ These questions ilies from the in- 
formation ‘that some time shortly 
before June 10 the Louisville and 
Nashville either withdraw its crack 
limited train, the “Southland,” from 
its regular through run to Jackson- 
ville over the tracks of the Georgia 
Southern and Florida, which runs 
from Macon to Jacksonville and Pa- 
latka, or was told by the Southern 
railway that its train coulg no 
longer be handled over.that route. 

And in addition to the above in- 
formation there have been many 
rumors among railroad men to the 
effect that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville had either purchased the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic, or 
would buy that road. 

It was also rumored that the L. & 
N. had acquired, or was about to 
get, the old “Brinson” road, wnich 
is now known as the Savannah and 
Atlanta, connecting Savannah at 
Camak with the Georgia railroad, @ 
property held under a 99-year lease 
by the L. & N., giving the L, & N. 
one of the shortest routes between 
Atlanta and the principal seaport of 
the state. 

The Savannah and Atlanta rail- 
road is now owned by Imbrie & Coa., 
of New York. 

While no official 
has been made by the Louisville and 
Nashville regarding its intentions 
with reference to the A. B. & A., of 
the Brison road, a study of the dis-

The Catchers. 


With the study of the catchers, 
Brooklyn slumps considerably in 
the dope. Compared § either with 
Cleveland or Chicago, the Dodgers 
lose ground, not because of any se- 
rious weakness in the backstopping 
department, but again ‘because of 
the fact that Brooklyn has the mits- 
fortune to have to stand a comparit- 
f0n between its two catchers and 
the two greatest tatchers in the 
game today. Let+me say right here 
that I realize. my statement that 
Cleveland and Chicago have the two 
greatest catchers is disputable. 

Compared with Schalk and 
O’Neill, who, of course, will do all 
the catching for their teams ex- 
cepting in case of injuries, only the 
hard hitting of MMler keeps Brook- 
lyn within respectable distance . 

The comparison of the catchers in 
the dope figures is one of the most 
interesting experiments of the. 
‘world’s series dope. There has 
raged for years a fierce argument 
as to which catchers of the present 
day are the greatest—the chief can- 
didates being Schalk, Killefer, Per- 
kins, O'Neill and Séhang. While 
I was about it, I doped the entire 
bunch to satisfy myself which are 
ent{tled to premier honors, and the 
figures (based of course upor this 
year’s work) prove beyond: doubt 
that Schalk and O’Neill deserve the 
leadership. 

Killfer, the dope says, has gone 
back considerably and Perkins not 
yet ripened to his highest form. 

Therefore, it is necessary to com- 
pare Brooklyn’s outfit, which never 
claimed stardom, with two stars. 
Another surprise in the dope lies in 
the fact that O’Neill, whose right to 
be ranked with Schalk has been dis- 
puted, comes near being rated by 
the dope figures as the equal of the 
little Chicago star. His terr:fic 
yhitting this season, perhaps a trifle 


in the offensive department. 
Robby Will Look for Panch. 


It is necessary, of course, to study 
the catchers for the purpose of the 
world’s series only and studying 
Brooklyn’s catchers against the 
pitchers of Chicago. and Cleveland, 
the dope indicates that Miller would 
hit much better’against the Chicago 
pitchers than he would be likely to 
bat against the Cleveland twirlers. 
The dope shows that (for purposes 
of this series only) Brooklyn would 
excel Chidago in offensive strength 
of catchers, while, of course, falling 
behind in the defensive department 
of the game. Schalk, because of his 
fighting qualities, his dangerous 
proclivities in tight places and his 
superb handling of pitchers, out- 
ranks Brooklyn in defense—nor is 
that in any way a criticism of the 
Brooklyn catchers. 

I am figuring, of course, that 
Miller will do the bulk of Brook- 
lyn’s catching. He has more punch 
and is more dangerous than Krue- 
ger at bat and he figures to hit 
much better against the style of 
pitching that will be on exhibition. 

Robby’s plan of campaign is to 
add as much punch to the Dodgers 
as he can, and it is certain that he 
will use his heaviest artillery in 
the early engagements at least. Mil- 
ler can hit. In fact, in a straight 
season he probably can out hit 
either Schalk or O'Neill. In a se- 
ries where the nervous. strain 
counts heavily, it is doubtful 
whether he is as dangerous a hit- 
ter as either. They are of the 
small, nervous, peppy school of 
catchers, liable to hit anything at 
any time, while Miller distinctly 
ig not. 

As handlers of pitchers, both ex- 
cel him, they throw better, but re- 
member that throwing by catchers 
amounts to very little this season 
for the reason that base running 
has almost been abandoned because 
of the heavy, long hitting. The 
managers have figures that there is 
a greater chance of Advancing run- 
ners by allowing the succeeding 
batters to hit, than there is by base 
running. This is targely a fallacy, 
of course, as this should have been 
a base running as well as a hitting 
year. The new rules give the run- 
ner a big advantage, and in addi- 
tion to that the pitcher’s mind is 
so occupied in trying to prevent 


{hitting he has less time .tto watch

Possibilities in Bagge Running. 

Any team that had switched sud- 
denly from a hitting to a base rup- 
ning attack in either major Jeague 
probably would have won a bunch 
of games before the opponents got 
wise.

First Game of World’s Series 
To Be Played This Afternoon 
In Brooklyn; Players Ready 


New York, October 4.-—The Brook- 
lyn Nationals ind the Cleveland 
Americans start their world’s 8e- 
ries battle for the 1920 champion- 
ship at Ebbets field. Tuesday aft- 
ernoon, weather permitting. 

Indications tonight seemed _ to 
bear out the forecaster’s prelimi- 
nary announcement of fair weather 
with modérate winds for the ini- 
tial battle for the’premier honors of 
the professional diamond. 

‘The playing field of the Brooklyn 
park has been. manicured for the 
last time and every reserved seat 
disposed of while thousands of dis- 
appointed fans were engaged to~ 
night in a fruitless hunt for specu- 
lators or friends who will sell or 
loan them a ticket for at least ona 
game. . 
Pigyers Rest. 

The Brooklyn players were rest- 
ing tonight preparatory to encoun- 
tering the rush of the Cleveland 
clan, which is due here early to- 
morrow. Manager Robinson and 
every member of the Brooklyn team 
expressed firm belief in their ability 
to defeat their American league ri- 
vals, while Speaker and his team- 
mates held the opinion that’ the 
world’s series banner would . be 
hoisted next spring in the Cleveland 
park. : 

Arrangements and setting for the 
series of 1920 will not- differ great- 
ly from thoS8e which have already 
made baseball history.- If there is 
any outstanding feature, it is ex- 
pected to be furnished by the spec- 
tators. Their attitude toward the 
baseball classic and the players who 
participate in the struggle is an 
angle which cannot be forecast. 

General opinion among close fol- 
lowers of the game leans to the be- 
lief that the thousands who will file 
into Ebbets field tomprrow will b« 
perhaps more observant and critical 
in their comment, upon the plan, but 
beyond that, it was said by basebal] 
enthusiasts, the recent expose of 
gambling a year ago will not affect 
the popularity of the series unless 
fome unfortunate occurrence shouid 
arouse suspicion afresh in the minds 
of the fans. 


No Loss of Interest. 


Certainly’ the climax of the base- 
ball season has shown no loss of 
interest so far as the fans of Great- 
er New York are: concerned. Ev- 
ery reserved seat at the Brooklyn 
park has sold for the series. On 
Sunday President Charles H. Ebbets 
stated thatwhe had ben obliged to 
return more than $60,000 in checks 
and currency to those who had 
hoped to purchase seats. 

Those in charge of the press 
Stands reported that at noon today 
more than four -hundred applica- 
tions were on file from newspaper 
Writers in all parts of the country. 

The sale of unreServea seats in 
the field stands and bleachers began 
at 10 o’clock this morning. An- 
nouncement was made yesterday of 
the plan to sell the seats today and 
aS a result a line of fans was form- 
ed several hours before the time 
set for opennig the sale. A woman 
had the honor position at the head 
of the line. s 

These seats sold at $2 for the 
field stands and $1 for the bleach- 
ers, plus the War tax. Purchasers 
were permitted to buy seats for any 
one Or all of the games to be play- 
ed at Ebbets field. It was esti- 
mated that with all seats sold and 


fall available standing room occu- 


pied approximately 26,000 persons 
could see the games. 


Indians Favorites. 


Betting on the series opened here 
today with the Cleveland combina- 
tion a favorite over Brooklyn, Curb- 
market and sporting resorts placed 
the odds at 6 to 5, on the Indians 
and reported several wagers aver- 
aging a thousand dollars at these. 
places. 

It was stated there was consid- 
erable backing for the . Brooklyn 
team, but that those who would 
wager on the Superbas desired 7 
to 5, for their money, and refused 
to accept the 6-to-5 odds offered. 
Betting commfSsioners offered even 
money on the result of-tomorrow’s 
game, leaving the wagerer to make 
his own choice between: Brooklyn 
and Cleveland. ; 

Owing to the closeness of the 
American league race, which was 
not clinched b& «he Indians until 
Saturday, the American. leaguers 
will have no opportunity for pre- 
liminary practice at Ebbets field un- 
til they appear there . tomorrow 
about noon. —_— 

This cannot fail to be a handicap 
to them, for the Brooklyn park, 
with ite short right field backed by 
a*® concrete wall, makes right fie'd¢c 
position difficult to play until the 
fielder becomes accustomed to the 
angle at which hard balis carome 
off the wall. *Paper judgment on 
such a hit frequently means the dif 
ference between a single and a dou- 
ble. A further advantage rests with 
the Brooklyn team in that the play- 
ers have had a longer period of rest 
between the winning of the pennant 
and their entry into the world’s se- 
ries than Cleveland. 

In Good Trim. 


“All my players are in good phys- 
jeal condition,” taid Manager Rob- 
inson. “They are full of confidence 
and expect to win the series from 
Cleveland. And I feel the same’ way 
about it.” 

Asked if he had decided upon his 
pitcher for the opening game, Man 
ager Robinson replied: “I expect to 
pitch a left-hander.”

New York, October 4.—The local market 
for raw sugar was weak and prices de- 
clined %c a pound, makin gnew low rec- 
ords for the season, ‘There were gales of 4.- 
000 hags of Porto Ricos, ex-lighter, at 8:15c, 
duty paid, and it wax rumored that some 
small sales of full-duty sugars were sold 
at 7%, c.i.f., and 5,000 bags of Cubas at 
7% cents, cost and freight. The demand, 
however, was not particularly active and 
seemed to be confined to nearby require- 
ments only. The market closed unsettied at 
7% cents for Cubas, cost and freight, equal 
to 8.51 eents for centrifugal. 

The décline in raws led to another break 
of 4%4c a pound jn refined gtugar, with one re- 
finer reducing list prices 12.50 cents for 
fine granylate Other refiners were un- 
changed at.

“T am passionately indignant that 
my brother continues to be the fig- 
ure-head of British misrule in Ire- 
land,” Mrs. Charlotte Despard, sis- 
ter of Viscount French, lord lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, declared in an in- 
terview with the United News Mon- 
day. 

Mrs. Despard visited Lady Mayor-

“Lord French told me he thought 
the lord mayor should be released, 
but he is powerless to bring this 
about,” Mrs. Despard told the lady 
mayoress. “Lord French has said 
to me that he contemplated resign- 
ing “his post a long time ago, but 
the attempt to assassinate him ir- 
terefered with his plans. He would 
not quit after that as he does not 
want to be called a coward.” 

Mrs. Despard bitterly assailed the 
British policy in Ireland. 

An attempt is on foot to persuade 
the British laborites to send a dele- 
gation to. investigate conditions in 
Ireland along the same lines as the 
recent labor commission which car- 
ried on an investigation of soviet 
Russias 

Hunger Striking on Wane. 

As a result of Lord Mayor Mac- 
Swiney’s long fast, Irish prisoners 
have ceased to resort to hunger 
striking, says The Daily Mail to- 
day. The newsPaper adds that 
there were more than three hundred 
arrests in connection with Sinn 
Fein propaganda disturbances dur- 
ing September, but that only four 
of the men arrested attempted hun- 
ger striking and these abandoned 
it in a day or two. 

A dispatch to The Daily Mail from 
Dublin pictures a black outlook for 
Ireland during the coming winter. 
It says that, owing to the shortage 
of money, sanitariums and asylums 
are being closed; the burning of 
creameries has paralyzed that in- 
dustry and the closing of 600 mfles 
of railroad has cut off some areas 
from distributing ‘centers. Cows 
and calves are being sent to Eng« 
land in large numbers and there is 
a shortage of butter. Many small 
firms are going bankrupt, and the 
country is faced with ruin. There 
is much unemployment in Dublin 
as a result of the strike of builders.

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NO SORT OF LEAGUE 
WANTED BY BORAH 


Idaho Senator Tells Con- 
necticut Voters United 
States: Must Remain In- 
dependent—No Compro- 
mise Possible. 


Danbury, Conn., October 4.—Sena- 
tor Borah, of Idaho, told an audience 
here today that the republican par- 
ty as a “party and regardless of 
the views of particular individuals, 
can be depended upon to maintain 
the untrammeled and unpawred in- 
dependence of the American ~*»ub- 
lic.” He promised that there would 
be “no compromise on the principles 
of American sovereignty.” 

He said that America, through the 
republican party, favors doing its 
part in the family of nations, 
“the publi¢ conscience and not a 
signed contract, must always « ‘ter- 
mine our course in _ international 
affairs.” 

Borah’s Comment on Harding. 

In a statement issued before the 
meeting began, Senator Borah com- 
mented on the reported assertion 
of Senator Harding that his views 
and those of Senators Borah and 
Johnson were in entire accord. 

“From his 18 months in the sen- 
ate, Senator Harding knows my 
views,” Senator Borah said. a 
he accepts them then we are in per- 
fect accord.” 

Declaring himself unequivocally 
opposed to an association with the 
nations of Europe, he said he had 
nothing to say in favor of nroposed 
substitutes for the League of Na- 
tions. 

“A league, concert, alliance, com- 
bination, co-partnership or associa- 
tion—it is all the same to me,” he 
declared. “I always have opposed 
and always will oppose such an al- 
liance. There can be no question 
of who I am supporting for pres- 
ident. Cox favors going into the 
league, while Harding has declared 
in favor of staying out.” 

Senator Borah began his speech 
by declaring he did not purpose 
to attack “the league of nations 
which President Wilson went to Eu- 
rope to get, but to fight to the bit- 
ter end the one that the president 
brought home with him.” 

“That league is not an American 
league,” he continued. “It is a 
European league. Its purpose is 
not for peace, but for war. In 
the entire covenant not one word 


is said of democracy. It is the in- 
strument of a military autocracy.” 


Attacked on Four Counts. 


Senator Borah attacked the pres- 
ent league on four counts, each 
of which, he said, unfitted it for 
American participation. He de- 
clared that President Wilson’s prin- 
ciple of the freedom of the seas has 
been summarily withheld from peace 
conference consideration; because 
England demanded the preservation 
of her naval supremacy.” 

Another of the president’s four- 
teen points, without which he quot- 
ed the president as saying “America 
could not participate,” was that of 
peace-time conscription. This, he 
said, likewise received no consider- 
ation. The third count of the sena 
tor’s indictment was based on the 
secrecy which attended the framing 
of the covenant, despite the princi- 
ple of “open covenants, openly ar- 
rived at.’ The last count referred 
to e president’s declaration 
against imperialism. 

“Since President Wilson announc- 
ed there should be no more land- 
grabbing,” declared the _ senator, 
“England has had 1,607,053 square 
miles of territory added to her pos- 
sessions, ineluding 40,000,000 peo- 
ple. The league would now ask 
us to guarantee England’s retention 
of every part of that territory.” 


Self-Government Involved. 


The question of self-government 
is involved, the speaker declared, 
adding: ; 

“Let us not be confused by terms, 
nor mistake names for principles. 
Let us consider rather results and 
the final goal and not waste _our 
ptime debating over what partiAlar 
route we shall reach that goal. If 
compromise leads to the same result 
as' the league without compromise, 
then we certainly want no comproa 
mise. The real question which the 
whole league scheme presents to the 
average citizen is this: Shall we go 
into Europe and take upon  our- 
Selves aS a people and as a part 
of our burdens and obligations the 
turmoil, the strife, the racial con- 
tlicts and the imperialistic schemes 
nh old world, or shall we stay 

“Keep that plain, fundamental 
proposition before you. All these 
schemes lead to but one destination 
—FEurope. 

“There is today in the world no 
influence for peace and for civiliza- 
tion equal to the free dnd untram- 
meled America, and the best citi- 
zenship of the country, regardless 
of party, will preserve that influ- 
or og uncompromised and untar-

PROBED BY POLICE 


Six Persons Killed and 24 
Injured by Machines 
During September—Of- 
ficers Pass Busy Month. 


Six persons were killed and 24 
injured by automobiles during the 
month of September; nine were 
hurt on street cars of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company; three 
by accidents in which motorcycles 
or bicycles figured, and two by 
wagons, according to statistics 
compiled at police station Monday. 

These injuries represent the re- 
sults of a total of 82 accidents in- 
vestigated by the police, 51 of 
which were automobiles, 14 street 
car; bicycles and motorcycles, 7, 
and wagons, 2. 

Three murders, two suicides, one 
attempted suicide, 32 burglaries, 
three robberies four shooting 
scrapes, one hold-up and one cut- 
ting scrape were investigated. 

$22,093.80 Collected. 

A total of $22,093.80 was collect- 
ed by the police department during 
the month of September from all 
sources. Of this amount, $21,615.25 
represented fines imposed and col- 
lected in recorder’s court; $400 
pond forfeitures; $74.05 fees from 
prisoners and impounded stock, and 
proceeds from the sale of jugs, 
kegs and other articles netted 


$4.50. 

A total of 32 days’ service in the 
stockade was remitted and ‘$50.25 
in fines. 

There were 2,406 cases made 
during the month for violating the 
city ordinances. The greatest num- 
ber was 1,279 under the blanket 
charge of disorderly conduct. There 
were 363 drunks, 252 charged with 
reckless driving of automobiles and 
exceeding the speed limit, and 167 
with violating the traffic ordi- 
nance, 

Five were arrested and fined for 
selling and keeping for sale adul- 
terated milk, in violation of Section 
1354 of tha city code. 

One hundred adn thirty-five were 
jailed under suspicion and 45 ar- 
rests Were made on warrants. 


Convictions in State Courts. 


Convictions in the state courts, 
which resulted in sentences agegre- 
gating 86 years and 11 months be- 
ing imposed, were obtained by the 
police during the month. The ma- 
jority of these covered violations 
of the prohibition | law—represent+ 
ing 33 cases. Blévéh were. éon- 
victed of burglary, while four were 
sentenced for shooting at another 
and pointing a pistol at another.

A verdict of guilty was 
returned against Robert Nance, 
who was charged with possessing 
three gallons of whisky and he was 
fined : 

John Jackson was convicted of 
distilling, and was fined $100 and 
sent to jail for four months. It 
is claimed three small distilleries 
were found on his premises at 281 
Greensferry avenue. Minnie Sut- 
ton was fined $75 for possessing 
seven quarts of whisky. . N. Cas- 
tleberry was fined $80 on the tes- 
timony of federal agents that they 
found nine one-gallon cans of whis- 
ky in his. automobile. , 

Among the cases of note to be 
tried at this term will be that 
against John Henry Hardin, 
charged by federal officers with 
being the “king of the moonshin- 
ers.”

INTEREST IN GERMAN 
CHBLES, U.S. CLAIM 


Preliminary Discussion of 
Matter Will Commence in 
Washington Wednesday. 


Washington, October 4.—America 
will request a share in the cables 
formerly belonging to ~Germany, 


which she surrendered under the 
peace treaty, when the preliminary 
session of the international com- 
munications’ conference is held 
Wednesday. ; 

These cables includes one  be- 
tween Gérmany and the United 
States, which was severed during 
the war, a cable to Brazil and one 
to China via. the Island of Yap. 
There are ten altogether. 

The preliminary conference, at 
which will be representatives of the 
five great powers, will dispose of 
the German cables, and in addition 
will prepare the adenda for a gen- 
eral communications’ conference, to 
which other nations will be  in- 
vited. 

The president’s interest was in- 
dicated, it was said, when he added 
Under Secretary Davis, of the state 
department, to the American com- 
missioners. As originally consti- 
tuted, the American commission 
was composed of Admiral Benson, 
Walter S. Rogers and Postmaster 
General Burleson. In recognition of 
the diplomatic import of the con- 
ference, however, the chairmanship 
was transferred from Postmaster 
General Burleson to Secretary Da- 
vis when the latter was named. 

Conference Is Held. 

The American. commissioners 
were in conference today with rep- 
resentatives of various press asso- 
ciations which receive and transmit 
news dispatches by cable. The 
meetings are for the purpose of 
getting the views of various inter- 
ests for the information of the 
American delegates. 

Of the 23,500 miles of German 
cables seized at the beginning of 
the world war, it was said today 
that the United States hoped to 
receive a share because of later par- 
ticipation in the war, and Presi- 
dent Wilson is known to have taken 
an active part in deliberations at 
Paris on the question of allocation 
of the German lines. Virtually the 
only war claims put forward by the 
United States involved these cables, 
and were based in part on the forty 
years’ contract previously existing 
between the Postal Telegraph and 
Cable company and German cable 
interests for the use of the Ger- 
man trans-Atlantic cables, since di- 
verted by the French and British 
to their own needs,

Racial Trouble at Pitts-

Pittsburg, Pa., October 4.—Police

| Von Shack and Von Bopp, 


Two German Consuls, 
To Leave U.S. Prison 


Leavenworth, Kans., October 4.— 
Eckhard von Shack and Franz von 
Bopp, at one time consul and vice 
consul] for the German imperial 
government at San Francisco, Cal., 
are to be released from the federal 
prison here tomorrow, prison of- 
ficials announced. Word was re- 
ceived at the prison that paroles 
had been granted the two German 
noblemen, who are Serving sen- 
tences of five years for violation 
of the neutrality laws of the United 


States. 

The former representatives of the 
German empire:were brought to 
the federal penitentiary in the 
summer of 1918. They were eligi- 
ble for parole six months ago and 
appeared before the parole board 
at that time, but their paroles were 
not granted. . 

Recently the minister of Switz- 
erland in Washington took upthelir 
cases and orders were received to 
allow Von Sehack and Von Bopp 
to come before the parole board at 
a@ special meeting, here two Weeks 
ago. Prison officials said a new 
recommendation, favoring paroles, 
was forwarded to he department of 
justice. 

The prisoners were convicted in 
San Francisco of violating the neu- 
trality laws of this country in a 
movement to foment a revolution 
against British rule in India in or- 
der to embarrass Great Britain dur- 
ing the world war. Several other 
German officers and a number of 
Hindus were charged with partici- 
pating in the conspiracy. 

They were found guilty of pur- 
chasing arms and attempting to fit 
out an expedition while on the Pa- 
cific coast.
